Reports show* that a great many 
Germans are still fleeing to Mexico 
and are 
concentrating at Torreon. 
But this does not mean they are pre­ 
paring to fight, but rather that they 
fear internment in this country. 


Even if the Germans do stir up 
trouble in Mexico, the scope of their 
activities and those of the Mexican 
army itself, military men do not con­ 
sider very serious.

Washington, March 28— President 
Wilson will have to he positive, de­ 
finite and specific 
in details as to 
just what he wants 
from congress. 
This is the impression among mem- 
bers of the new congress assembled 
here today ready 
for the 
special 
session opening Monday. 
They say 
that if the president is too general in 
telling what 
he wmnts, wide differ­ 
ences of opinion will result and per­ 
haps disastrous delay. 
The president has taken all 
the 
steps within his power to bring the 
navy to its maximum strength. 
He 
will still ask 
congress 
that 
it he 
raised to 100,000 men. 
He gill has several ways opert to 
bring the land 
forces 
to greater 
trength, although the general be­ 
lief is that he will get the main in­ 
crease by asking for volunteers or 
by asking congress to pass the com­ 
pulsory military training law. 
With* -army, navy and industrial 
preparedness measures to meet Ger­ 
man aggression going 
forward 
as 
rapidly as possible President Wilson 
and.his cabinet yesterday afternoon 
took up 
consideration 
of 
further 
steps to follow 
the convening 
of 
congress in extra session next Mon­ 
day. 
The president has not yet written 
the message he will deliver Tuesday 
or Wednesday 
and is said 
to have 
reached no final conclusion as 
to 
just what recommendations to make. 
Because of possible changes in the 
situation, he is not expected to put 
the address in final shape until the 
last moment. 


There is no doubt in the minds of 
administration officials 
that what­ 
ever may he its 
detail, 
the policy 
laid before congress 
will be both' 
vigorous and 
comprehensive. 
The 
general opinion after- the 
cabinet 
meeting apparently 
was 
that the 
program most likely to be followed 
by congress will include a 
declara­ 
tion that a state of war exists, be­ 
tween the United 
States and Ger­ 
many, an authorization for the pres­ 
ident to use the armed forces 
of 
the nation to protect its rights, the 
granting 
of a large 
credit to the 
government to carry o u tjf s policy, 
passage of censorship and espion­ 
age bills, and provision for the em­ 
ployment of additional 
secret ser­ 
vice agents. 
No final decision has been reach­ 
ed as to whether 
financial assist­ 
ance should 
be given 
the entente 
allies, though 
a strong 
sentiment 
for such a step exists among gov­ 
ernment officials. 
If 
this 
is done 
the government probably will 
deal 
directly with the other governments 
and not through agents. 
Measures growing 
out of the in­ 
ternational situation 
and left-over 
appropriation 
bills, 
it 
appeared, 
will comprise almost the whole leg­ 
islative program of the approaching 
extra session of Congress. 
The National Defense Council, it 
became known, is considering 
pro­ 
posing legislation 
to make possible 
the systematizing of the purchase 
of snpplies 
of all 
kinds for the

The first 
meeting 
of the 
Rush 
county constitutional Forum, which 
will he held in the Graham Annex 
Auditorium 
on 
Monday 
evening, 


April 2, at 7 :3fl o’clock, will he ad­ 
dressed 
by 
Governor 
Jam es 
P. 
Goodrich. 
The executive committee 
appointed to prepare a program for 
the Forum as fortunate in securing 
the governor 
for the first meeting 
of the organization, 
which has for 
its purpose the discussion and in­ 
vestigation of constitutional 
ques­ 
tions. 
There is a state-wide interest in 
the constitutional convention, pro­ 
vided for 
by the 1917 general 
a s ­ 
sembly 
of 
Indiana, 
delegates 
to 
\yhich 
will he 
elected 
by popular 
vote on September, 18. of this year, 
and will meet January 8, 1918, to 
take up the work of pretn^EjLAg 
and 
submitting to the people a new* con­ 
stitution. 
Forums are being organ­ 
ized in the counties throughout the 
state, and the people are manifest­ 
ing a serious interest in the ques­ 
tions to be considered, and in the 
selection of delegates to the 
con­ 
vention. 


Governor Goodrich is engaged in 
a campaign of education, 
through 
the discussion of questions that will 
he considered 
in the constitutional 
convention, and the people of Rush 
county are to be congratulated on 
the opportunity of hearing Indiana’s 
executive on these important issues. 
In his address on Monday evening 
the governor will discuss the 
tax 
reforms proposed at the last session 
of the legislature, among which he 
advocated the budget system, a con­ 
stitutional limit of one per cent, on 
the tax rate, and a system of excise 
taxes. Governor Goodrich has made 
a special study of these and other 
constitutional 
questions, 
and 
is 
perhaps the best informed man 
in 
Indiana on the general 
subject of 
taxation. 
This will probably 
be the 
oilv 
opportunity the people of Rushville 
will have of hearing the governor 
during this campaign of education, 
and 
it is 
believed 
every 
citizen 
should avail himself 
of the oppor­ 
tunity of hearing him. 
These 
meetings 
of the 
Forum, 
which 
will 
he 
held 
at intervals 
when good speakers 
con 
be pro­ 
cured,. are nonpartisan, 
and non- 
seetarian in character, the purpose 
being the discussion of m atters 
of 
jronstituional interest. 
Other speak­ 
ers whose business, profession, 
or 
special investigations 
and research 
have given them an 
expert 
know­ 
ledge of certain subjects, 
such as 
.prohibition, equal suffrage, initiative 
and referendum, 
court 
procedure, 
and other questions that will 
come 
before tbe constitutional convention, 
will be secured from time to time by 
the executive committee of the For­ 
um, and the people of Rush county 
will .be given an opportunity to hear 
¿ill of these subjects discussed by 
experts, before the 
bolding of the 
election to select delegates to

This brief explanation of one of 
the most agitated internal subjects 
in France just now was made to the 
United Press today by dean 
Finot, 
rioted French writer, 
author 
and 
President of the French society for 
action against alcohol. 


.M. Finot predicts a long and hit­ 
ter fight before France is placed on 
(he footing of prohibition. 
Widely 
circulated reports, that French leg­ 
islative bodies would soon enact 
dry France were denied by M. Finot. 
“ Prohibition in France does 
not 
mean, as the word means in Ameri­ 
ca, an afeoslutely dry France, 
means the elimination 
of 
brandy, 
whiskey and other spirituous liquors 
which do so much damage to 
the 
peoples of any country. 
The pro­ 
verbial French light wine 
will 
al­ 
ways remain. 


“ The figh’t against alcohol which 
the prohibition forces of France are 
making has* the most bitter opposi­ 
tion. When it is considered that ov­ 
er 4 million people have their inter­ 
ests connected with the production, 
distribution and sale of liquor this 
is not surprising.

France will eliminate liquor 
in time, probably 
in 
about 
three 
years, ju st 
as 
many 
American 
.states 
haved one. 
The 
movement 
already has great and growing sup­ 
port and is backed morally by some 
of France’s greatest men, 
M. Finot’s latest 
book, 
entitled, 
“The Enemy 
of 
The 
Interior.” 
quotes various authorities 
to 
de­ 
m onstrate that 
French 
wounded 
during the present 
struggle, 
who 
were habitual users of alcohol, have 
shown a rem arkable 
tendency 
to 
succumb to wounds which would not 
prove fatal to non-alcoholics. 
Prohibition will be one 
of 
the 
greatest after the w ar questions in 
France. 
It is expected to precipi­ 
tate more legislative and popular in­ 
terest than any subject 
has 
done 
for years.

mean, as the word means in Ameri- 
ca, an aiboslntely dry France.

whiskey and other spirituous liquors 
which do so much damage to 
the 


peoples of any country. The pro- 
verbial French light wine will al- 
ways remain. 


"The figtit against alcohol which 


(he prohibition forces of France are 
making has- the most bitter opposi- 
tion. When it is considered that ov- 
er 4 million people have their inter- 
ests connected with the production, 
distribution and sale of liquor this 
is not surprising. 
. "But France will eliminate liquor 
in time,'probably

.states haved one. The movement 
already has great and growing sup- 
port and is backed morally by some 
of France's greatest men.
